Anthrax scare 
at legislature 
just whitener 

false alarm Hazmat crews 
were called into the legis¬ 
lature yesterday morning 
after a Health Ministry 
staffer opened up a letter 
that contained a 
suspicious looking white 
powder. 

And once the powder 
was tested sometime 
around 10:30 a.m., fire of¬ 
ficials confirmed the sub¬ 
stance was coffee whiten¬ 
er. 

Students visiting the leg¬ 
islature on field trips were 
told to stay out while haz¬ 
mat crews were busy car¬ 
rying items outside the 
west wing of the 
legislature. 

John Tuckwell, a 
spokesman with Alberta 
Health and Wellness, said 
Health Minister Ron 
Liepert was on his way 
back from Medicine Hat 
when the letter was 
opened. 

“That is so unfair,” said 
Alberta Liberal MLA Laurie 
Blalceman. “If you actually 
want to target the minis¬ 
ter, don’t make their staff 
miserable.”

Classroom clamour 

Bill 44 amendment creates more headaches: Culture critic

An approved amendment 
that was added to the 
province’s new human 
rights act early yesterday 
morning will create more 
headaches for school 
boards and teachers 
across the province, said a 
very tired Laurie 
Blakeman. 

The Alberta Liberal cul¬ 
ture critic said the amend¬ 
ment that will force school 
boards to notify parents 
when teachers offer les¬ 
sons that deal explicitly 


with religion or sexual ori¬ 
entation will add further 
costs to school administra¬ 
tion and it will put teachers 
in a bad spot. 

Blakeman said the 
amendment will force 
school boards to create and 
maintain databases for par¬ 
ents on what they want 
their children to learn and 
the move could be expen¬ 
sive. 

“This will put a chill in a 
lot of people and a particu¬ 
lar chill on teachers,” said 
Blakeman within hours af¬ 
ter the government passed 
the amendment sometime 
around 3:30 a.m. 


And while Blakeman 
says stopping Bill 44 from 
turning into law is a near¬ 
impossible fight, the Alber¬ 
ta Teachers Association, 
the Alberta School Coun¬ 
cil’s Association and the 
College of Alberta School 
Superintendents said the 
bill needs a government 
do-over. 

“By adding this human 
rights legislation, it is go¬ 
ing to create more prob¬ 
lems than what it will 
solve,” said ATA president 
Frank Bruselcer, who said 
the bill would impede a 
teacher’s ability to teach. 

“It’s better to have dis¬ 


cussions than to create si¬ 
los — people who don’t 
want to talk about cre¬ 
ationism can go over here, 
people who don’t want to 
talk about the Holocaust 
can go over there. 

“Let’s put our heads in 
the sand, but that doesn’t 
build an inclusive society, 
does it?” 

The bill is expected to 
pass in its third reading in 
the legislature today before 
it becomes law. 
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crime Six people have 
been charged after a street 
fight in front of a Mill 
Woods home, including 
the father of slain teen 
Joshua Hunt and the 20- 
year-old acquitted of his 
murder.

Amid the melee, police 
said Gary Hunt emerged 
from his home and 
allegedly became involved. 

Neighbours called 
police, and when officers 
arrived those involved 
dropped their weapons, 
police said. 

Gary Hunt, 47, is facing 
one count of assault and 
one count of uttering 
threats, while the 20-year- 
old man is charged with 
two counts of possessing a 
weapon and five counts of 
assault with a weapon. 

Three teens and a 49- 
year-old man are also fac¬ 
ing numerous charges.

The vehicle fire quickly 
spread to the nearby trees 
and subsequently through¬ 
out the area surrounding 
the Sand Pits causing thick, 
heavy smoke. 

Surrounding roads were 
blocked off by RCMP to redi¬ 
rect traffic around the area. 

The Lexus vehicle is 
believed to be stolen. No in¬ 
juries were reported.

Touring arts fest 
receives $75K 
from government 

funding The government 
of Canada has availed new 
funding for the Arts Tour¬ 
ing Alliance of Alberta 
(ATAA) to help support the 
group’s Showcase 2009 fes¬ 
tival. 

The Minister of Canadian 
Heritage and Official 
Languages, James Moore, 
and MP for Edmonton Cen¬ 
tre, Laurie Hawn, said yes¬ 
terday in a press release 
$75,000 will go into the 
ATAA event. 

The annual festival will 
bring together artists, pre¬ 
senters, agents, and other 
showcase organizers from 
across Canada to aid in the 
development and growth 
of touring arts performance 
in Alberta. 

The festival will be held 
in Fort Saskatchewan, Alta. 
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Shopkeepers along 
Edmonton’s most 
notorious strip have 
broken ground on reclaim¬ 
ing the thoroughfares that 
connect them. 

Rising from the ashes is

“I couldn’t possibly 
fathom what they go 
through,” said Const.

Front-line business 
owners on the infamous 
stroll for prostitutes and 
pushers struck a new 
bond yesterday, gathered 
strength in numbers, and 
elected block leaders as a 
direct link to law enforce-

ment. 

Keep it Simple Club, a 
sober area “safe zone” is 
staffed by recovering ad¬ 


dicts who approach the 
Avenue from a grassroots 
perspective. They say 
drug-afflicted passers-by 


often spot their first 
glimpse at hope in clean¬ 
living members. 

“We will be stronger by 


having a better connec¬ 
tion with our neigh¬ 
bours,” volunteer Maria 
Shaw said. 

Recent community ini¬ 
tiatives have pulled once- 
fearful residents out from 
behind barred windows 
and locked doors, partial¬ 
ly pushing prostitution 
out of the area within the 
past year, Shaw said. 

“That’s what we need — 
people getting out and in¬ 
volved in the communi¬ 
ty,” Const. Brennan said. 
“When it’s a ghost town, 
it’s the perfect breeding 
ground for criminal activ¬ 
ity.” 

Today, there is proof¬ 
positive the community 
believes in the strip — in 
store windows, on bill¬ 
boards and attitudes. 

“It’s a vibrant area,” 
Const. Brennan said. “Cer¬ 
tain stereotypes are af¬ 
fixed to 118 Avenue, but 
there are some fantastic 
opportunities already 
here and growing.” 


Doctor to return to post-war Southern Sudan

Dr. Benjamin Jolc may now 
have time to root for 
Barcelona, his favourite 
soccer team, but on the 
other side of the Atlantic 
in post-war Southern Su¬ 
dan a myriad of problems 
wait for him. 

Jolc returned to Canada 
last Monday to visit rela¬ 
tives after nearly three 
years as a doctor in a re¬ 
mote village in Southern 
Sudan. 

“When I went there I 


was shocked. I thought 
maybe I will not handle 
that situation,” he said, re¬ 
ferring to his time in Mari- 
al 

Lou, a far- 
flung village 
in Southern 
Sudan 

where he 
was often 
the only 
doctor. 

Dr. Jok Dr. Jolc is 

one of 15 
Sudanese Cuban-trained 
doctors who returned to 
Southern Sudan in 2006 af¬ 
ter more than 21 years of

war, thanks to the Univer¬ 
sity of Calgary, Samaritan 
Purse — an international 
Christian relief agency — 
and the Canadian Interna¬

Despite all the “luxury” 
in a Western country like 
Canada he might be leav¬ 
ing behind, he said he was 
going back to Southern Su¬ 


dan because the people 
there are suffering. 

“They call you three to 
four times a night and you 
don’t sleep...” 

On one occasion Jok de¬ 
cided to quit and leave but 
he changed his mind. 

He said he was making a 
difference in the lives of 
mothers who trek for two 
to three days to reach his 
hospital. 

“When you see that you 
are saving lives, a mother 
goes home with her child 
(cured), you say ‘OK I am 
doing something. I am 
helping.’”

Ignatieff takes hawkish approach in wake of defidt 


Smelling blood, Liberal 
Leader Michael Ignatieff 
and other opposition 
politicians seized on the 
Conservatives* $50 billion 
deficit bombshell to 
accuse the Harper govern¬ 
ment of failing Canadians 
on the economy. 

Ignatieff called on Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper 
to fire Finance Minister 
Jim Flaherty and sounded a 
new, more hawkish note 
yesterday about possibly 
defeating the Conservative 
minority and forcing an 
early election. 

While Harper ignored 
the demand to fire his fi¬ 
nance minister, Ignatieff 
expressed growing frustra¬ 
tion with the Conservative 
minority government on 
key economic issues.

Those include reforming 
employment insurance, 
speeding stimulus spend¬ 
ing and the changing 
deficit projections. 

“We’ve got an El crisis to 
which they are not re¬ 
sponding. Second point, 
the stimulus is not out the 


door ... third, the public fi¬ 
nances are in free fall and 
he (Flaherty) can’t tell us 
where the bottom is,” Ig¬ 
natieff said. 

“On these three grounds, 
it’s getting very difficult to 
work with the govern¬ 
ment,” he told reporters af¬ 
ter the Commons question 
period. 

The Liberals used the 
revelation of the larger 
than expected deficit num¬ 
ber to take aim at Flaherty, 
accusing the finance min¬ 
ister of misleading Canadi¬ 
ans dating back to last fall 
as the effects of the slow¬ 
down started to bite. 

“There isn’t a number 
that comes out of that 
man’s mouth that Canadi¬ 
ans can believe,” Ignatieff

Car bomb retaliation for 
strikes in Swat: Officials 


Pakistan Gunmen attacked 
a police headquarters in 
the Pakistani city of Lahore 
yesterday, setting off a car- 
bomb that killed at least 24 
people in what the govern¬ 
ment said was revenge for 
an offensive against the 
Taliban. 

There was no claim of re¬ 
sponsibility for the attack, 
which wounded nearly 300 
people and caused exten¬ 
sive damage. It came after 
warnings of strikes in re¬ 
sponse to the army’s at¬ 
tack in the Swat region. 


“I believe that anti-Pak¬ 
istan elements, who want 
to destabilize our country 
and see defeat in Swat, 
have now turned to our 
cities,” Interior Minister 
Rehman Malik said. 

The bomb, which offi¬ 
cials said was a suicide at¬ 
tack, brought down a gov¬ 
ernment ambulance serv¬ 
ice building and damaged 
a nearby office of the mili¬ 
tary’s main intelligence 
agency. Security officials 
said a senior intelligence 
officer was killed and the 


agency office might have 
been the target. 

A city official said about 
100 kilograms of explo¬ 
sives were used in the 
bomb. 

Just before the blast two 
men got out of a car and 
fired at police guards at 
the gate, provincial Law 
Minister Rana Sanaullah 
told reporters, adding sev¬ 
eral suspects were later de¬ 
tained.

Bowlers roll right along 

Connections we form can produce tangible benefits 



Relating 


W e spend a 
lot of time 
in this 
space pars¬ 
ing the pit- 
falls of life with your one 
and only, but what about 
everyone else? What about 
your relationships with 
family and friends, co¬ 
workers and neighbours, 
the vaguely familiar peo¬ 
ple you pass on the street? 

Harvard researcher 
Robert D. Putnam, in 
Bowling Alone: The Col¬ 
lapse and Revival of Amer¬ 
ican Community, argues 
the connections we form 
with others comprise “so¬ 
cial capital,” and produce 
tangible benefits. 


Putnam’s title comes 
from the disappearance of 
once-ubiquitous bowling 
leagues across America, 
which he sees as an indica¬ 
tor of a more general 
weakening of Americans’ 
connections with friends, 
family and neighbours, 
and declining participa¬ 
tion in churches, volun¬ 
teer groups or political 
parties. 

Signs of the increasing 
civic disengagement he 
chronicles south of the 
border can also be seen in 
Canada, where only 58.8 
per cent of voters both¬ 
ered showing up to the 
polls in last fall’s election, 
our worst turnout since 
Confederation. We’d set 
the previous record for ap¬ 
athy, a 60.9 per cent 
turnout, in 2004. 

All is not lost here, of 
course. Get your car stuck 
in the snow, and passing 
strangers are still likely to 
stop and push you out. 
That, too, is social capital.

Sure, we’re social ani¬ 
mals, and relating feels 
good, but the uses of so¬ 
cial capital aren’t all warm 
and fuzzy richness-of-life 
stuff. As Putnam points 
out, heaps of research 
shows you’re more likely 
to get a job on the basis of 
who you know rather than 
what you know. The more, 
and the more varied, con¬ 
nections you have, the eas¬ 
ier it is to get ahead. 

In terms of social capi¬ 
tal, as Putnam measures 
it, the benefits of joining a 
club are equivalent to dou¬ 
bling your income. Get¬ 
ting married is the same 
as quadrupling it. 

Your relationships with 
others could also be keep¬ 
ing you healthy. Putnam 
stacks up study after study 
showing the correlation 


between personal connec¬ 
tion and health: “The bot¬ 
tom line from this multi¬ 
tude of studies: As a rough 
rule of thumb, if you be¬ 
long to no groups but de¬ 
cide to join one, you cut 
your risk of dying in the 
next year in half.

The new attitude shift toward thriftiness

Apparently I live on the cut¬ 
ting edge of a new trend. I 
don’t have cable TV, air con¬ 
ditioning or even a dish¬ 
washer and that, says the 
Pew Research Center, 
means I am part of a “perva¬ 
sive new creed of thrift” 
that is sweeping North 
America. 

Pew surveyed American 
adults to determine what 
people consider a necessity 
and what they view as a lux¬ 
ury. The study was done af¬ 
ter the markets crashed and 
people started losing their 


houses and jobs, so it isn’t 
so surprising there’s an atti¬ 
tude shift. When you watch 
your retirement savings 
evaporate and cannot make 
your mortgage payment, 
that spiffy new home enter¬ 
tainment system does start 
to look like a luxury you 
can live without. 

Choosing between neces¬ 
sity and luxury is easy when 
you decide to live on a boat. 
Our move to a boat in Victo¬ 
ria’s inner harbour was a 
lifestyle choice, motivated 
by upheaval on the job 
front and a longing for a 
simpler life. In three weeks, 
I divested myself of 30 years 
of possessions and became 
a convert to extreme thrift. 
And now it seems I am a 
bellwether for the entire 
continent. 

The Pew study also found 
that people are changing 


their spending habits. More 
people are shopping in dis¬ 
count stores, cutting back 
on alcohol and cigarettes, 
reducing spending on TV 
and cellphones, or can¬ 
celling them altogether, do¬ 
ing their own home repairs, 
and planting vegetable gar¬ 
dens. I read the report, 
mentally checking off each 
one of these new habits. 

We do not have cable, al¬ 
though we do have high¬ 
speed Internet. We have a 
small flat-screen TV we use 
for watching rented 
movies. There isn’t room 
for major appliances. We 
rented a plot in a public 
garden to grow vegetables 
and have boxes on the dock 
for the herbs we like. We 
have library cards and use 
them. We do not buy any¬ 
thing that we do not ab¬ 
solutely need, which 


means we have not bought 
anything in the last six 
months. The prime minis¬ 
ter would say we are not 
doing our bit for the econo¬ 
my with our non-spending 
ways, but this is how we 
want to live. 

Even simple lives with 
free entertainment provid¬ 
ed by harbour seals and 
beach walks are not worry- 
free. We worry about mon¬ 
ey, health, bad storms, en¬ 
gine trouble and weird boat 
noises, but we do not argue 
about whether we should 
buy a 42- or 62-inch TV or 
stay up nights worrying 
about our mortgage. 

Watch us. We are the 
trend-setters.

Economic crisis fuels rights 
'time bomb/ group says 


The global economic down¬ 
turn has aggravated human 
rights violations and dis¬ 
tracted attention from abus¬ 
es, Amnesty International 
said today. 

The world faces a grave 
danger that “rising poverty 
and desperate economic 
and social conditions could 
lead to political instability 
and mass violence,” the 
rights group’s secretary- 
general, Irene Khan, wrote 
in its annual report. 


As governments strug¬ 
gled to resuscitate their 
economies, human rights 
were being “relegated to 
the back seat,” she said, call¬ 
ing for a “new global deal 
on human rights ... to de¬ 
fuse the human rights time 
bomb.” 

“We are sitting on a pow¬ 
der keg of inequality, injus¬ 
tice and insecurity, and it is 
about to explode,” she 
wrote in the report.

Saudi Oil Minister Ali al-

enna, said oil prices would 
continue to rise and that 
the global economy was 
now strong enough to sup¬ 
port this. 

“The price rise is a func¬ 
tion of optimism. Better 
things are coming in the 
future,” Naimi told re¬ 
porters in Vienna. 

The minister said OPEC 
did not need to change its 
output policy. The group 
already has agreed to re¬ 
move 4.2 million barrels 
per day of oil from the 
market in a bid to shore up 
prices battered by reces¬ 
sion.

“They have indicated to 
us they are doing every¬ 
thing possible and in their 
power to avoid a Canadian 
shutdown,” Lewenza said 
in an interview. 

Chrysler LLC immediate¬ 


ly shut down its operations 
in the U.S. and Canada ear¬ 
lier this month when it 
gained temporary court 
protection from creditors 
south of the border. 

A temporary GM shut¬ 
down would cause thou¬ 
sands more layoffs here 
and even more damage to 
the reeling auto sector. 

Lewenza explained GM 
wants to maintain output 
particularly at operations 
that build popular models, 
including the new Chevro¬ 
let Camaro sports car and 
Impala mid-size car in Os- 


hawa, Ont., and the 
Chevrolet Equinox sport 
utility vehicle at the CAMI 
plant in Ingersoll, Ont. 

The company also runs 
parts plants in the 
province that depend on 
U.S. assembly operations. 

A GM spokesperson 
would not comment on 
any production plans if the 
parent company pursues 
court protection. 

But GM Corp. officials 
have said bankruptcy pro¬ 
ceedings in the U.S. are 
probable within the next

A long, arduous search 
for a good kitchen mat

One product I noticed 
was a natural-looking wo¬ 
ven vinyl mat, complete 
with elegant woven edges. 
There are a few different 
manufacturers, but one of 
the most price worthy 
rugs I saw are from a 
Toronto-based company 
called The Tate Group, for¬ 
merly MacFABhome. They 
can be bought at selected 
retail locations across 
Canada — 

info@macfabhome.com or 
info@thetategroup.com to 
inquire about retail loca¬ 
tions. 

These rugs range in 
price from $24 to $300 de¬ 
pending on the size of the 
mat, and are backed by 
cushy rubber backings. 
There are six standard 
rectangular sizes, which 
run from the smallest 
(doormat) at 20” x 28”, to 
the largest (large area 
rug), at 54” x 96”. Also in¬ 
cluded in the selection is 
a hall runner, which 
measures 28” x 84”. 

The natural woven look 
of these mats come in sev¬ 
eral different textures, in¬ 
cluding a coarser weave, a 
tighter weave, and several 
different patterned 

weaves. And they come in 
a variety of muted 
colours, including reed, 
terracotta, black walnut, 
twig, sand, midnight and 
praline.

What to do? Many of 
the kitchen mats current¬ 
ly available lack a certain 
style quotient, to put it 
mildly, but they may save 
your back and prevent 
your legs from aching as 
you do your kitchen 
chores, especially on hard 
tile floors. 

Moreover, these mats 
will soak up water drips 
and hold scraps of peel¬ 
ings or crumbs that fall 
to the floor.

I noticed other similar 
synthetic products, such 
as the Chilewich mats 
from a New York-based 
company. They’re equally 
lovely with more of a se¬ 
lection in terms of colour 
and pattern, and the mats 
can be customized to fit a 
specific space. However, 
be prepared for a higher 
price tag; they range from 
$360 for a 3’ x 5’ mat, and 
up to $600 for a 5’ x 10’ 
mat. Bindings around the 
outside are extra. 

They’re carried at retail¬ 
ers like Elte in Toronto.

Of course, natural mats 
of grass and straw can be 
lovely as well, and they 
might do just about any¬ 
where else. But not in a 
kitchen. Cleaning is a ne¬ 
cessity here, and natural 
grass or straw just doesn’t 
stand up to the abuse. 
Vinyl rugs are water and 
stain resistant, and can be 
used both indoors and 
outdoors since they are 
resilient to mould and 
mildew. They can be wet 
mopped and vacuumed, 
and tough stains can be 
treated with mild deter¬ 
gent and a little elbow 
grease. 

Just don’t put them on a 
heated floor, or you may 
have a goopy mess on 
your hands.

It's spring, and the appear¬ 
ance of local farmers' mar¬ 
kets signals the beginning 
of the best time to eat sea¬ 
sonally.

Recognized by its large, 
green elephant ear-lilce 
leaves and long stalks, 
rhubarb is one of the earli¬ 
est crops to push its way 
out of the ground. Depend¬ 
ing on region and climate, 
stalks of fresh, field-grown 
rhubarb can be found 
from May through to July. 

Rhubarb Strawberry 
Crumble 

A crumble is simply fruit 


topped with 
mixture of sug¬ 
ar, flour, but¬ 
ter and often 
nuts, which 
bakes into a 
crisp top¬ 
ping that of¬ 
fers much of 
the satisfaction 
of a pie with a lot 
less work, fewer calo¬ 
ries and less fat. You can 
substitute many kinds of 
fruit for the rhubarb straw¬ 
berry mix, or use all 
rhubarb. Just figure on 
about 5 cups (1.25 1) sliced 
fruit, peeled if desired, and 
add sugar and lemon juice 
according to the fruit’s 
sweetness. For juicy fruits 
such as peaches and 
berries, add 2 tbsp (30 ml) 
more flour to fruit mix¬ 
ture. Makes four to six 
servings. 

INGREDIENTS: 

Topping: 

• 1/3 cup (75 ml) sliced al¬ 
monds 

• 1/3 cup (75 ml) all¬ 
purpose flour 

• 1/3 cup (75 ml) lightly 
packed brown sugar 

• Pinch salt 

• 3 tbsp (45 ml) cold 
butter, cut into 1/4 inch (5 
mm) pieces

• 4 cups (11) sliced 
rhubarb (1-1/2 lbs/750 g), 
about 1/2 inch (1 cm) slices 

• 1 cup (250 ml) halved (or 
quartered if large) straw¬ 
berries 

• 2 tbsp (30 ml) each: all¬ 
purpose flour, brown sug¬ 
ar and granulated sugar 

• 1 tbsp (15 ml) fresh 
lemon juice 

METHOD: 

Preheat oven to 350 F (180 
C). While oven is heating, 
spread almonds in a 
rimmed baking sheet. 


Bake until just golden and 
fragrant, 6 to 8 minutes. 
Do not allow them to 
brown. 

In small food processor, 
place almonds, flour, 
brown sugar and salt, 
process until a fine meal. 
Transfer to a bowl. With 
fingers work in the butter 
until mixture is very crum¬ 
bly. Refrigerate 15 minutes 
or up to 2 days (covered 
and refrigerated until 
needed). 

Butter a 6 cup (1.5 1) bak¬ 
ing dish. In a large bowl, 


combine rhubarb and 
strawberries. Combine 
flour, brown sugar and 
granulated sugar; sprinkle 
“ 3 over fruit and toss well. 

Sprinkle with lemon juice 
and toss again. Spread fruit 
evenly in baking dish and 
spread topping over all. 

Bake until fruit is bub¬ 
bling and top is browned, 
40 to 50 minutes. If top is 
browning too quickly, cov¬ 
er loosely with foil. Serve 
warm or at room tempera¬ 
ture. 


TIPS: 

• Preparation/Cooking: 
Wash rhubarb, then slice 
or dice according to recipe. 
One pound (500 g) raw 
rhubarb yields about 3 
cups (750 ml) sliced fruit. It 
tastes sweeter once 
cooked, so add a minimum 
of sugar before cooking, 
then add more to taste af¬ 
ter cooking. A squeeze of 
fresh lemon also brings 
out its flavour. 

• Storage: Wrap rhubarb 
in damp paper towels to 
keep the stalks moist, and 
place in a plastic bag in the 
refrigerator. It will keep 
for a few days.

BAREFOOT FOR A CAUSE 


Hungry cat a lifesaver 


Twelve-year-old Bilaal Rajan isn't the 
only one helping others. Angela and 
Peter Papdimitriou always knew their 
cat Nemo was a special gift 
in their lives but they 
never could have 
expected Nemo would give 
them back the gift 
of life. 

Nemo has made 
a habit of waking 


up Angela and Peter for breakfast 
every morning with a warm, furry 
cuddle. One morning last September, 
Angela awoke to find Nemo behaving 
far more frantically 
than usual. 

Angela tried to 
get her husband's 
attention to see if 
he knew what 
Nemo was getting 


at when she discovered Peter wasn't 
breathing and didn't have a heartbeat. 
Paramedics arrived and successfully 


restarted Peter's heart, telling Angela 
that if they had arrived even a few 
minutes later, Peter might not have 
made it. 

Angela credits Nemo with saving her 
husband's life. "That morning if he 
hadn't been so persistent and woken 
me, it could have been too late. Nemo 
is a little angel," Angela said. 

Peter had open-heart surgery that 
day and is back home in stable condition 
thanks to the skilled doctors 
and the cute, pudgy feline 
cuddle-lover who saved his life. 


In 2001, a heart-broken Bilaal Rajan saw 
photographs of people whose lives had 
been taken or ruined by the earthquake 
in Gujarat, India. The four-year-old boy 
sold Clementines door to door in his 
southern Ontario neighbourhood to 
raise money for the victims. 

"It truly wasn't fair that these people, 
just because they lived in different 
places, should have to suffer such 
tragedy," he says. He saw they needed 
someone to help them. "I came back to 
myself here in Canada and I realized 
that that person could be me." 

Rajan has since raised millions of 
dollars to help orphans, build a school in 
Tanzania, assist people hit by hurricanes 
in Haiti and the tsunami in South-East 
Asia. Rajan is still only 12. 

Last month, he spent a week walking 
barefoot to raise money and awareness 
for poor kids around the world. 
Thousands of people in ten countries 
joined in. "I had about four blisters, 
seven spider bites, I stepped on some 
glass, I almost stepped on a nail, but I 
guess that's life, right?" he says. 

"The thought that carried me 
through the week was, if others can do 
it for their whole lives, why can't I do it 
for a week? 

His first trip abroad was to South-East 
Asia after the 2004 tsunami, followed by 
a trip to Malawi in 2005. 

Rajan is excited about his latest 
project, Sudokuhub.com. The web 
fundraiser is to be launched late 
summer or fall and will let players turn 
games into food. For every number 
solved, a package of "plumpy nuts," a 
healthy snack, is donated to a 
malnourished child. 

Beyond that, he wants to continue

being an activist. "As a career, I'd like to 
be an astronaut and a neurosurgeon," 
he says. 

Bilaal Rajan has packed a lot into 12 
years. He's written a book. Making 
Change: Tips from an Underage 
Overachiever, and turned that into a 
website, Makingchangenow.com, to 
reach his goal of getting one million 


kids involved in their communities. 

He founded an organization, 
Bilaalrajan.com, to focus his fundraising 
efforts. He's a child ambassador for 
UNICEF Canada, was named a junior 
citizen of the year and numerous other 
honours. Oh, and he speaks 
English, French, some Spanish, 
Mandarin and Swahili.

Teriyaki Lamb 
Chops 

INGREDIENTS: 

6 scallions 

2 tbsp (25 ml) sesame 
seeds 

1/4 cup (175 ml) reduced- 
salt soy sauce 
2 tbsp (25 ml) cider 
vinegar 

2 tbsp (25 ml) clear honey 
1 small garlic clove, finely

METHOD: 

1. Cut 2 scallions into thin 
slices and rest into 1-1/2- 
in. (4-cm) pieces. Toast 
sesame seeds in nonstick 
frying pan, 3 minutes. Re¬ 
move from heat. Stir in 
soy sauce, vinegar, honey, 
garlic, ginger and sliced 
scallions. 

2. Roll narrow end of 
chops into medallions and 
secure with toothpicks.

Bring marinade to 
boil. Cook, stirring, 2 min¬ 
utes. Dissolve cornstarch 
in 1/3 cup (75 ml) water 
and whisk into marinade.
